This Hifloryof William Rufus, caufing a deputation 
between the Cnriftians and the Jews? is related by Ra¬ 
phael Holmfhcd in his Chronicle; Vol. 5. p. 27. who like- 
wile records ot him, That be being at Rhoan on a time, 
there came to him diver ft Jews? who inhabited that City ^com¬ 
plaining to him , that divers of that Nation had renounced 
their Jewish Religion? and were become Chritiians : 
wherefore they'befought him, that for a certain fumme of 
money which they offered to give, it might pleafe him 
to conllrain them to abjure Chrillianity, and turn to the 
je with Law again; Hewas content to fatisfie their de¬ 
fines, and lo receiving the money , called them before him ; 
and rvhat with threats , and putting them otkerwife in fear, he 
compelled divers of them to for fake Ckrift, and to turn totheir 
old errors. Hereupon, the Father of one Stephen a Jew, 
converted to the Chritlian Faith, being fore troubled for 
that his Son was turned a Chriltian, and hearing what 
the King had done in fuch like matters, prelented to him 
60 Marks of Silver, conditionally, That he fliould en¬ 
force his Son to return to his Je w ith Rel igion; where - f 

upon the young man was brought before the King, unco 
whom he laid, Sirra , thy Father here complained)-, that 
without his licenfe thou art become a Chri/lian : If this be 
true , / command thee to return again to doe Religion of thy 
Nation, without any more adoe% To whom the Young man 
anfwered, Tour Cjrace ( as Iguefs ) doth but jeft. Where *■ 
with the King being moved, laid?

To whom the King 
laid) He had done io much as lie protnifed io doe; that 
was, to perfwade him fo: far as_he might. Ac length , 
when he would have had.the King to have dealt further 
in the matter; the King ( to diop.his month ) tendred 
back to him the one half of his money, and received the 
other to himielf. All which. increa'fcd the fnsfltionmen 
had of his Infidelity. 

By this Flillory we may perceive what a. prevail in? 
Engin the Jews money is, torn to.forile them into Cha¬ 
dian Kingdoms, though the moll bitter, inveterate^pro- 
felfed Enemies ofChrili himfelf, Chrihians, and Chri- 
ftianity; and how their money can induce even Chadi¬ 
an Princes to. perpetrate moll unchriilian , and anticlm- 
llian adlionsand enforce by threats and violence, even 
convertedChrillian Jews, to renounce their Chnlliani- 
ty, and apollatiie to their former Jewiili Errors which 
they had quite renounced.

But all m vain, for in lo 
great a multitude, none would hear their voices, nor

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Not long after, in Lent there arofe a new ftorm againlt 
the Jews at Stanford - for there being lolemn Fairs there 
held in Lent , t he young men and Souidiers who had ta - 
Jten upon them the fign of the Crofl’e, and were then rea¬ 
dy to go to Jerufalem with the King,a(fembling together 
mere out of divers Counties, difdaining that the Jews, 
being the enemies of the Crolfe ofChrilt, pofielfed fuch 
•great llore of goods and wealth, when as they had not 
lufficient to defray the neceflary expences of lb great a 
journey; and imagining that they fhould do God good 
lervice, if they aflaulted thefe his enemies ; boldly mill¬ 
ed upon them, no man oppoling himfelf againlt fo great 
attempts; whereupon divers of the Jews wereflain, & 
therell being received into the Cattle, hardly efcaped 
with their lives, their goods being all plundered? and the 
plunderers departing freely away with their booty, none 
of them being lo much as cjueflioned, orpunifhed by the 
Kings difeipline. The Citizens of Lincoln hearing what 
was done to the Jews of Stanford , taking occalion, and 
being animated by the examples of others, were willing 
to do lbmething againlt them: and being alfembled to¬ 
gether againlt the Jews inhabiting together with them? 
became enraged againlt them. But thefe Jews being 
made more wary by the daughters and damages of others, 
fome few of them fuffering harm and damages, the reft 
fled timely with their monies into the Royal Fort, and 
there lecured themlelves. In all other places wherelo- 
ever the Jews were found, they were pillaged and flain 
by the hands of the Pilgrims, who haftning through Eng¬ 
land towards Jerufalem., decreed to rife'up firft againlt the 
Jews, before they invaded the Saracens. Hereupon all 
the Jews who were found in their own houles at Nor¬ 
wich were flain on the 8. of February, lbme tew of them 
only efcaping to the Cattle. At the lame time, The No¬ 
bles and Gentry of Yorkejhire, nothing fearing the Kings 
Proclamation, rhe wicked Jews having by Ulury reduced 
the toextream poverty,joyning with them fome holy Ibl- 
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diets, brake up ihe Houles of the chief jews, equall to 
the Kings Palace, flew their families, lpoiled their goods, 
and burnt their homes in the night , and then retired 
them;elves to their homes in the dark. After which, the 
promt ci ous multitude making an aflault noon the lews, 
flew them without ditinetion oflex or age; except iome 
levy who would gi ve up their names to Chrilt in baptil'm 
to *ave their lives. On the x 8 Jay of April, being Palm-

The King being informed here¬ 
of, and much interned both for the contempt ofhis Roy¬ 
al Proclamation and Authority, and dammage to his tx- 
chequer, to which all the coods and Debts of the Jews 
beingUlurers belonged, commanded his Chancellor to' 
intiid due punifhment upon the authors of this Sedition. 
Whereupon, after Edjfir, the Bijhop of Ely the Kims 
Chancellor gathering a great Army together,came To 
-orkfrxo apprehend thole as malefactors who had de- 
ilroyed the Jews of the City : And underftanding thac 
this was done by the command of the Sheriff' and 
Governour of the cable, he put them both from their 
Offices; and took t Ureties from the Citizens of the City, 
tor to keep the Peace of the King and Kingdom, and to 
band to the Law in the Kings court concerning the death 
of the Jews : and commanded the Souldiers of the Conn- 
t y who were at the definition of the Jcwsy to be appre- 
hended; but the chief o r them flying into Scotland, c- 
fcapea, not one of them all being put to death for this 
great mafi'acre and Riot. . 

Henry de Knighton , DeEveniibus nAnglia, ]. 2 . c> r * 
giv es this cenlure of thefe daughters and popular tumults 
agamft the Jews. The Zeal of the Christians conftired a- 
gamft the Jews in England, but mtruth not fmcerely , that is-, 
for the caufie of faith ; but either out of emulation and envy 
becaufe of theirfelicity , or out ofgaping after their goods : 
The Jujhce trpuy of God not at all approving fetch things 5 hpft 
decently ordering them, that by this means he might punilh 
theinjo/ency 1} a perfidious Nation. He like wife addes; 
That cne John, a mod bold C hrifiian, flying from Stan, 
ford with many fpoyls of the Jewsto Northampton , was 
there lecretly l ain ny his Hoii, to get his money, and 
B 3 thrown 
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thrown without the city in the night, the murderer flying 
therupon. After which?through the dreams of old women? - 
Si falacious figns, the Ample people atributing to him the 
merits of a martyr? honoured his Sepulchre with folerr.n 
vigil*? and gifts." This was derided by wife men, yet it 
was acceptable to the Clerks there living, by real on of 
the gains. Which the Bill .op hearing of? prevent jy \wr 
fainded him, and prophaned the Monuments of thisfalte 
martyr? continued by the ftudy of Ample and covetous 
per ions. I wifli net fuch plunderers as this, might be 
laincled and adored in our age? as too many of them are, . 
even before their deaths, who will be urHainiled after 
them? as well as this bold plunderer of the Jews. 

Mr. Fox in his Adis and Monuments, Vol. i.p. 305.

And when the child 
had given up theghoft, they took down his body from 
the crofle, and took the bowels out of his corps, for 
what end is unknown, but it was faid it was to exercile 
Magical arts. The mother of the child diligently fouoht 
for her abfent fon for fome da yes, and it was told hereby 
aeighbours, that the laft time they law her child whom

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Tne fought, he was playing with che children of the Jews 
of his age, and entred into the houle of a certain Jew. 
Whereupon the woman fuddenly entred that houfe, and 
law the body of the child calf into a certain pit. And 
having warily called the Baylifs of the City together, the 
body was found and drawn forth; and there was made a 
wonderful fpe&acle among the people. But the woman, 
mother of the child, complaining and crying out,provoked 
all theCitizens there aflembled together,to tears & %hs. 
There was then prelent at the place John de Lex'mton , a 
circumlpedt and dilcreet man , and moreover elegantly 
learned, who fa id- We have fometime heard, that the Jews 
have not feared to attempt fuch things in reproach of Je fas 
Chrift, our crucified Lord. And one Jew being appre¬ 
hended, to wit, he into whole houle the child entred 
playing, and therefore more lulpedfed than the reft; he 
laith unto him. O wretch\ knoweft thou not that (feed)' de¬ 
struction abides thee} A lithe gold of England will not fuffee 
for thy deliverance or redemption, Notwithftanding I will 
tell thee, although unworthy, by what means thou maift 
preferve thy life and members, that thou maift not be 
difmembred. I will lave both to thee, if thou doft not 
tear to difeover to me whatfoever things are done in this 
cafe withoutfalfhood. Whereupon this Jew, whole 
name was Cop. ; », believing he had thus found out a way 
ofelcape, anfwered, faying. Sir John, if thou makeftthy 
words good by thy deeds, I will reveal wonderful things 
to thee ; and the induftry of Sir John animating and exci¬ 
ting him thereto, the Jew laid. Thofe things are true which 
the Chriflians fay. The Jews almoft every year crucify one 
child, to the injury and contumely of Je Jus ; but it is not found 
out every year: for they do thisfecretly^, and in hidden and 
mofi fecret places ; But this child whom they call H ugo, our 
Jews have mo ft unmercifully crucified, and when he was 
dead, and they de fired to hide him being dead, he could not be 
buried in the earth, nor hid. For the corps of the innocent was 
reputed unprofitable for Divination, for he was mbowelledfor 
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that end. tAndwken m the moving :tw M thought to be bu-

after this the Mother of the laid child conftantly profec ti¬ 
ring her appeal before the King jagainlt them for that 
iniquity and l'uch a death ; God the Lord of Revenges, 

* rendred them a condigne retribution , according to 
their merits; for on St. Clements day, 88. of the riciaeli 
and greateft Jews of the City of London, were drawn and 
hanged up in the air upon new Gibbets el'pecially prepa¬ 
red tor that purpofe, and more than 2 3 others were re- 
ferved in the Tower of London to the like judge¬ 
ment. . 

I have tranfcribed this Hiftory at large out of Matthew 
Paris , who flourifhed at that time , becaule our other 
Hiliorians doe but briefly touch it, and becaule it un¬ 
deniably manifefls the tranfeendent impiety,blafphemy, 
malice, perfec ution, and obloquy of the Jews againft our 
Saviour Jiefus Chrift, and Chriflians, and their :on(lant, 
ufual praitile of crucifying Children almolt every year, 
in contempt and reproach of our crucified Saviour, by 
common, content; which Mr. Nye conceived might be 
eafily wiped off, as falle, and not fully proved or char¬ 
ged on them by our Hiliorians, which this enfuing pal- 
lage concerning thele Jews will further ratify.

Whereupon they ( as 
the world reports, if the world in fuch a cafe be to be 
credited )by the mediation of money, freed them,by their" 
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prayers and intercdlion, both from the prilon and from 
the death which they had deferred ; led thereto with a 
ipirit ofpiety, as I think is pioufly to be believed: Be- 
caule lb long as any man is in life, and in this world, 
he hath free will, may be faved, and there is hope of 
him. But yet for the Devil, or the manifeitlv damned 
we are not to hope nor pray, becaule there is no hope of 
them; for death and a definitive fentence, at once irrevo- 
bly intangle them; Neither could this anlwer excule the 
Minors,for although they were not guilty,yet the fcan- 
dal did defame them. The common people now hath 
withdrawn their hands, that they do not benefit them 
with their alms, as heretofore, and the Londoners de¬ 
votion isgrowncold towards the Minorites Tot procuring 
thefe condemned Jews life and liberty, whole money 
(itfeemeth) could even corrupt thefe very felf-denying 
Popifh Saints , who had renounced the world in habit, 
but not in heart.

On the Pea ft of Chrifls 
Nativity , a certain creature, Elias* Jew of Ww, whofe 
Sirname was Bifhop, fear inr danger and manifefi damna¬ 
tion to himfelf, fled to the laver of defence andfalvation, and 
was new-born in the Spirit-, for being cleanfed with whole font 
Baptifm, two others alfo accompanying him , he was delivered 
out of the lot of the ‘Devil, and favedfrom the revenge of the 

mod wicked crime heretofore committed by him. For it was 

faid , that in his houfe that poyfonoui drinkwas made , which 
had proved mortal and perillous to many Nobles of England , 
( povfoncd therewith by the Jews) which even he himfelf, 
as was reported, well confefsed. But then he was a Devil, 
but now throughly changed , and a Chnjhan, and as the con¬ 
dition , fo tttoperation is changed.

ed to content them, and made for his own advantage, 
more than theirs.

By all thefe concurrent Tellimonies it is apparent [ a- 
gainft Sir Edward(fooks groundlefle conceit.]

3. That this their banifhment. was lo acceptable to 

all- 
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all the people, who oft-times preffed it in Parliament, 
that they gave the King a Fife and Fifteenth part of their 
moveables, to lpeed and execute it. 

4. That this their banifhment was by the unanimous de- 
fre, Iudgement,Editi, and Decree both of the King and his 
V arts ament• and mt by the Ring alone: and this Banifh¬ 
ment, total,of them all, and likewlfe final, Never to return 
into England. Which Edi£t and Decree not now extant 
in our Parliament Rolls(many of which are loft)nor prin¬ 
ted Sratutes;yet it is mentioned by all thefe Authorit ies. 

From whence I fhall inferre and conclude : That as 
by the fundamental Laws of England, Tty Freeman and 
Natives of England can be jufily banifhed or' exiled out of it , 
but by fpecial judgement of 'Parliament, or by AH'of Par¬ 
liament ; as is evident by Magna Charta c.

William Prynne, known as Voluminous 
Prynne* from the 200 unreadable pamphlets 
which he inflicted on the public, and ‘mar¬ 
ginal’ Prynne from the crabbed commentaries 
with which he burdened them, is among the 
nastiest characters of the 17th century. Lven 
his sufferings cannot recommend him: he was 
nasty be lore Archbishop Laud had his ears 
clipped. Even Aubrey, who touches nothing 
that he does not humanise, could do little with 
this sour, repressed, vindictive pedant, ‘with 
the face of a witch', scribbling night and day 
under his pointed eye-shade and refuelling 
with beer and buns. For 30 years Prynne dis¬ 
charged his spleen without ever uttering a 
charitable sentiment or a significant thought. 
He had his moment of triumph in 1640, when 
100 coaches and 2,000 horsemen escorted 
‘those holy living martyrs', Prynne and his two 
fellow-sufferers, back from prison through a 
cheering city; and he had his revenge on Laud, 
which he exploited with revolting inhumanity. 
For the next 20 years he consistently quar¬ 
relled with everyone. Cromwell, like C harles 1, 
locked him up. Finally, for his help in Parlia¬ 
ment, Charles If gave him profuse thanks and 
an appropriate reward: he made the old 
bookworm Keeper of the Records in the 
Tower. 

There at last Prynne mellowed a little. He 
sqrprised his visitors with antique Jacobean 
compliments, and could reveal himself, to his 
friends, as a quaint, engaging antiquary:

But the records which he most prized were not 
very edifying. At a public dinner, sitting next 
to Samuel Pepys, the aged puritan shocked 
his less inhibited neighbour by telling him 
‘what records he hath of the lust and wicked 
lives of the nuns heretofore in England’, and 
suddenly producing one such record, of parti¬ 
cular interest, out of his pocket. 

Mr Lamont’s book is not a biography: it is 
a scholarly and interesting study of Prynne’s 
position as illustrated by his controversial 
writings. Though a lawyer, Prynne began with 
little sympathy for the constitutional argu¬ 
ments of the parliamentary opposition. He 
was a conservative ‘Elizabethan* puritan. He 
wanted Englishmen, in Mr Lamont’s words, 
j i to be ‘abstemious, serious-minded, short- 
haired, and to shun plays.* Such a reform, to 
him, depended on the supremacy of the 
Crown over the Church, as exercised by the 
Emperor Constantine, King Henry Vlli and 
Queen Elizabeth, as accepted by ‘good 
bishops* like the martyred Cranmer, Latimer 
and Ridley, and as celebrated by their martyr- 
ologist, John Foxe. What he hated was not 
episcopacy, but ‘bad bishops’ like Laud who 
claimed a divine right, independent of lay 
power. This was a very common view. The 
dilliculty was that Charles I did not share it: 
Prynne thought he was selling out the ‘im¬ 
perial’ right of the Crown to a new ‘popish’ 
clericalism. 
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Only in 1645 did he return to his old pos 
not through dislike of intolerance (he 
never tolerant) but because he was convi 
like many other Englishmen, that Presbyt 
clericalism was not, after all, the way tc 
puritan ethic which, in its narrowest, 
agreeable form, he pursued.

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PURITAN BUSYBODY 

William M. Lamont : Marginal Prynne, 1600-1669 . 250pp. Toronto

If one were asked to name a typical 
Puritan of tihe Civil War period, one 
might as likely as not name William 
Prynne, the pamphleteer who had his 
ears cut off for libelling Charles I s 
Queen, Henrietta Maria, in a pam¬ 
phlet called Histrio-mastix. Alto¬ 
gether he wrote some 200 pamphlets. 
William Lamont, a young historical 
scholar who has apparently read 
them all (no entertaining task ), shows 
plainly in (this book that Prynne was 
not a typical Puritan ; but then it may 
well be, as with Mrs. Harris, there 
was no such person. 

Little is known of Prynne’s life, 
other than what can be gauged from 
his pamphlets, and it is on an analysis 
of them that Mr. Lament's book is 
based. He shows that originally 
Prynne was moved by a pathological 
form of anti-popery; no doubt his 
attack on Henrietta Maria was influ¬ 
enced by that. He suspected the 
Laudian bishops of being papists in 
disguise, but there seems to have been 
little dear evidence that he was ever 
dedicated to the destruction of the 
episcopacy as such. During the 
Interregnum he defended tithes, he 
was opposed to the execution of the 
King, and he thought the House of 
Lords more important than the House 
of Commons. At the Restoration he 
showed himself vindictive towards 


the republicans and the regicides, and 
appears to have remained suspicious 
of the bishops. On the other hand, 
contemporaries asked how the author 
of Histrio-mastix could remain silent 
when the Court of Charles 11 was 
much more vicious than the Court of 
Charles 1 and when episcopacy had 
been revived in its full vigour. In 
fact he had not mellowed. 

Clearly Prynne was a highly 
unattractive character and according 
to Mr. Lamont his writings were 
prolix, scurrilous, superficial and 
often illogical. Why then, one 
wonders, do historians of the seven¬ 
teenth century consider him to have 
been important? It cannot be said 
that the answer emerges clearly from 
Mr. Lamont's conscientious re¬ 
searches. But it may well be that 
Prynne was one of those busy bodies 
who, his case having been a cause 
celebre when he was young, subse¬ 
quently lived upon hjs reputation as 
a proto-martyr of Puritanism. At 
best we are invited to admire his 
"dedication to fearless writing” on 
a large scale. But the truth is that 
the world always contains a number 
of obsessed characters with minds 
that teeter on the border of lunacy, 
but whose writings, fortunately, do 
not get into print unless they 
themselves pay for their publication.
